3. An increase in the reenlistment bonus 
to $50 for each year of active service since 
such bonus was last paid, or since last entry 
into service, provided reenlistment is within 
90 days after last honorable discharge. 


4. Up to OO days* paid furlough, depend­ 
ing on length of service, with travel paid 
to home and return, for men who reenlist 
within the prescribed time after discharge. 


5. A thirty-day furlough each year with 
full pay. 


6- Mustering-out pay (based upon length 
of service) to all men who are discharged 
to reenlist. 


7. Option to retire at half pay for the rest 
of your life after 20 years' service—increas­ 
ing to three-quarters pay after 30 years' 
service. (Retirement income in grade of 
Master or First Sergeant up to $155.25 per 
month for life.)
